The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the claimed features as presented in 
claim(s) 1-11, wherein the claimed invention comprises wherein the wavelength selective filter 
has a light transmission characteristic providing more that predetermined ratio of a change in 
optical transmittance to a change in wavelength of the incident light in a wavelength region and a 
wavelength variation suppressing mechanism which is configured to suppress the wavelength in 
accordance with a detection result obtained by said wavelength variation detector, as claimed.
